It is an odd thing, too, that 
in the twilight of the great tra- 
dition, when dislike born of 
envy hies on the Cleveland In- 
dians, the Yankees slowly but 
surely are winning something 
they never really had before— 
affection. 

They are not merely the tough 
old pros, refusing to crack up 
when the pressure is on, the 
odds long, and the outlook doubt- 
ful and daily more forlorn. As 
pros they are, of course, play- 
ing for the big chance at the 
series money. But now we can 
see that all along there was in 
the Yankee team a spirit and 
an esprit de corps which proud 
men almost invariably possess. 


‘Fans’ 


It is a part of the American 
tradition’ and its folklore that 
citizens of the Republic shall 
ally themselves with some ma- 
jor league club. Therefore, in 
every city, small and great, 
there are Yankee and Giant 
fans; Dodger and Indian, White 
Sox and Braves. As a boy I 
was a fierce rooter for the 
Giants, springing out of bed 
each day to get the morning 
paper and the box score to see 
what John McGraw’s heroes had 
done the day before. 

Later, in the great days of 
Ruth, when he was the bull ele- 
phant of the Yankee circus, hit- 
ting home runs with the lively 
ball and making us all forget 
the Black Sox with the thunder 
of his bat, my allegiance was 
transferred to the Babe, Miller 
Huggins, Joe McCarthy and 
their swashbuckling crew. Those 
were the days’ when the Babe 
made history on and off the 
playing field. Once a combina- 
tion of whisky, hot dogs, beer 
and a heavy dose of bicarbonate 
of soda gave him a stomach- 
ache which was felt ‘'round the 
world. The Babe’s stomach was 
in the headlines along with the 
death of kings, the tottering of 
ancient thrones, the deeds of tor- 
nadoes and movie stars. Mil- 
lions of stomachs ached until 
the Babe’s pain subsided. 

In those days it was said of 
the Babe that his only weakness 
was a fast blonde on the out- 
side corner of the park. 

And in those times the 
Yankees were something to see. 

Now, they move painfully 
along the short span of path that 
remains. * There is none save 
Yogi Berra about whom the old 
glory clings. The greatest 
catcher in the game, and maybe 
the best since Bill Dickey, he is 
a Yankee in the old tradition. 
He is defiant, cocky, sure. 
When his squat figure takes a 
stand there by the plate, the 
enemy is afraid and the man- 
ager and the men on the vis-. 
itor’s bench move uneasily.

There is something sad about 
shortstop, where the incom- 
parable Phil Rizzuto once moved 
in a choreography of line and 
swift physical passing frdm 
place to place that no prima 
ballerina could match. To see 
him go far, and deep to his 
right, scoop up the ball, poise 
and throw, all in one graceful 
symphony of muscle, body and 
mind, all functioning together 
like some delicate precision in- 
strument, was to see something 
the memory would never forget. 
It would not wish to. And it 
could not. The Scooter etched 
those moments too deeply for 
forgetfulness.

Drought

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3— The 
Department of Agriculture an- 
nounced today that farmers of 
108 counties in Georgia are being 
certified as eligible for emer- 
gency production loans because 
of severe drought conditions dur- 
ing recent months. 


Low interest-bearing loans will 
be made available in the 108 
counties through facilities of the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
Applications for such loans may 
ibe filed with the local county 
loffices of the FHA, it was said. 


‘LOAN RULES 


Officials explained that farmers 
in order to obtain the emergency 
loans must certify that because 
of substantial drought losses they 
are unable to obtain from local 
sources the necessary financing 
to continue normal operations. 


At the same time the depart- 
ment said that no action will be 
taken on declaring Georgia coun- 
ties disaster relief areas until 
next week. The committee in 
charge of the drought program 
has scheduled a meeting Wednes- 
day, when action on the Georgia 
situation is expected. Top U.S. 
drought relief experts went to 
Georgia recently for a survey. 
Their findings are scheduled to 
be taken up at the meeting. 


The department’s action today 
applies only to emergency pro- 
duction loans and does not pro- 
vide for cheap feed and hay, 
which would come with the state 
being declared a disaster area. 

Farmers in the 108 counties will 
be eligible for crop production 
loans until the end of 1955, which 
means that government money 
will be available to them for next 
year’s crop operations.

When Miss Tommie Dora Barker re- 
tired Sept. 1 as head of the division of 
librarianship at Emory University, she 
left on the record a story of outstanding 
_ service in the field of library science 
- and library education. 

- Miss Barker became a librarian in

1909. From 1915 to 1930 she was libra- 
rion of the Carnegie Library in Atlanta 
and director of the affiliated Library 
School, posts she resigned to become the 
American Library Association's field agent 
in the South. For the next five years she 
studied libraries in the region, under a 
Carnegie grant, and at the end of the 
period she made a report which influenced 
subsequent library development. 


In the 15 years she was Carnegie rea 
brarian in Atlanta, the number of branch 
libraries was increased from three to nine. 
Included was the Auburn Branch, which 
represented the culmination of Miss 
Barker’s efforts to give library service to 
Negroes. Other services of Ahe library 
were expanded under her téadership. 

Since 1936 Miss Barker had been at 
Emory, first as dean of the Library 
School and after 1948 as director of the 
Librarianship division. The great demand 
for Emory graduates in library science 
attests to the leadership of the division 
director. 

Emory, Atlanta and the South stand 
in debt to Miss Tommie Dora Barker for 
her zealous service in the development of 
libraries and the training of librarians to 
man them.

Trouble seemed to be _ over- 
powering but the Psalmist does not 


Cespair nor surrender. ‘‘Many are 
the afflictions of the rizhteous: but 
the Lord delivereth him out of 
them all’’ (Psalm 34:19). 

That is a chord which is struck 
many times. ‘‘God is our refuge 
and strength, a very present help 
in trouble,”’ the ancient singer 
says, adding in a poet's language a 
picture of those calamities which 
he through God will face coura- 
geously: ‘“‘Therefore we will not 
fear, though the earth be removed, 
and though the mountains be car- 
ried into the midst of the sea; 
though the waters thereof roar and 
be troubled, though the mountains 
shake with the swelling thereof’ 
(Psalm 46:1-3). 

Furthermore, the Psalmist real- 
ized that certain meanings and 
purposes for his life were revealed 
only when trouble came. ‘Thou 
hast enlarged me when I was in 
distress’’ (Psalm 4:1). Faith and 
trust and hope come to one who 
has experienced difficulty. ‘It is 
good for me that I have been alf- 
flicted’’ (Psalm 119:71). 

Through trouble we may learn 
patience, we may develop true 
enaracter, we will discover the ca- 
pacity of sympathy and under- 
standing. And trouble will show the 
limits of human resources and 
throw us into the Everlasting Arms 
of the Eternal.

An energy-boosting 
diet with the accent on protein 
at each meal and 0»protein 
pickups in mid-afternoon and 
evening sustains energy and 
makes dieting easier and re- 
ducing possible. 


‘ONCE HUNGRY’ 

Take the word of a once- 
hungry dieter: ‘‘I wish I could 
persuade all overweights to 
try your Energy Boosting Diet 
for two full weeks. That would 
give the scales time to show 
a loss and convince reluctant 
overweights that it is really 
possible to take off pounds 
without going one bit hungry. 

“I know becausé when I 
tried diets before, I was hungry 
and tired ... and in late aft- 
ernoon actually felt sick.
